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(54) PREFERENTIAL TRANSMISSION SYSTEM FOR PACKET EXCHANGE NETWORK 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To attain the transfer of information with designation of 
plural preference levels and without using any additional information 
given from the terminals by setting the priority to each logical path 
number of terminals end producing a cell setting request with use of a 
logical path corresponding to the priority of the information to be 
transferred when a call setting request packet is sent by an optional 
terminal. 

CONSTITUTION: The priority is previously set to each logical path 
number of each terminal. When the desired information is sent from a 
terminal 10, a call setting request packet is sent out through a logical 
path of the terminal 10. A packet exchange device 2 receives the call 
setting request packet and retrieves the date of a prescribed preference 
level based on the received logical path number. Then the device 2 
recognizes the priority of the received request packet. When the data 
are transferred after a cell is set. The queuing is applied to a trunk 
circuit transmission queue 5 of a trunk line 6 at the ratio set previously 
for each queue via the queues 40~4x of the priorities corresponding to 
those recognized when the calls are set. Thus no addition means is 
required when the priority recognition information is added to a call 
setting packet. 
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
